EDL chief’s bank 
accounts frozen 
in cash inquiry

THE bank accounts of the English 
Defence League’s leader have been 
frozen as part of a money laundering 
investigation. 

EDL chief Tommy Robinson, 28, said he 
was last year arrested for ‘financial irregu¬ 
larities’ and was issued with a Luton 
Crown Court order on August 11 prevent¬ 
ing him from making any withdrawals 
from or charging any purchases to his 
accounts. 

In a YouTube video Mr Robinson, who 
has just moved home to an unknown 
location from Lower Stondon, said he is 
entitled to take out £250 each week to 
cover living expenses while the investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing. 

But other than that he cannot touch the 
money, the amount of which is unknown, 
although Mr Robinson, who led the 1,500- 
strong EDL rally in Luton town centre on 
February 5, said the figure is £6,000. 

He said in the online video: “The £250 
comes out of my own bank account which 
has my money in it anyway I have had to 
stop working because if I do work, and say 
I earn £600, next week it goes into a frozen 
account and I am allowed £250. 

“My solicitor has told me these orders are 
called disruption tactics in order to disrupt 
my life, disrupt everything I am doing and 


pretty much stop what we are saying, put 
pressure on me - and of course it has put 
pressure on me. 

“This doesn’t cover my living costs. It pro¬ 
hibits me from dealing with any finances 
at all and that’s all in order to stop the EDL 
and our goals and what we are doing. 

“They have given me this because 
between the years 2007 and 2009 I had 
more money going through my bank 
accounts than I paid tax on. Whoopy doo. 

“It wasn’t all my money anyway I bought 
a couple of properties and I have got part¬ 
ners that I am 50 per cent with. 

“This will all come out if they decide to 
charge me. 

“They haven’t charged me so they 


slapped this restraining order on me. I’ve 
been on it for six months. My bail date was 
February My solicitor said they would 
probably bail me for another six months 
and I’ve been bailed until July again. 

“They are just keeping my money frozen 
for 24 months. 

“I’ve only got that £6,000 in my account 
and that’s going to run out soon. 

“I can’t work because I can’t take any 
credit card payments at my tanning shop 
and the business is struggling.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “A person 
has been arrested in connection with 
money laundering but as the investigation 
is still ongoing it would be inappropriate to 
comment further.” 



Students ‘wrong 
targets’ in second 
shooting incident 


POLICE have played down links between the 
shooting of two students this week and a 
strikingly similar incident in the same street two 
years ago. 

On Tuesday night the 26-year-old victims, 
believed to be Chinese and Romanian, were fired 
at with a shotgun after they answered a knock at 
their front door in Ashton Road, Luton (abovej. 
The two men were taken to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital. 

Detectives believe they were not the intended 
targets of the attack, which happened at about 
11.30pm and bears strong resemblances to a 
shooting at the same property in 2009.

Judges throw out 
war protest appeal

AN appeal by five Muslim men 
who abused parading troops to 
get their public order offences 
overturned was this week 
rejected. 

The protesters demonstrated 
against the Iraq and Afghanistan 
wars as the Second Battalion the 
Royal Anglian Regiment, known 
as the Poachers, made its way 
through Luton town centre in 
March 2009. 

Jalal Ahmed, 22, Munim Abdul, 
29, Yousaf Bashir, 30, Shajjadar 
Choudhury, 32, and Ziaur 
Rahman, 33, all from Luton, were 


subsequently found guilty at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court of using 
threatening, abusive or insulting 
words likely to cause harassment, 
alarm or distress. 

They appealed to the High 
Court in London, arguing that 
they had been legitimately 
exercising their Article 10 rights 
to freedom of expression and to 
protest under the European 
Convention on Human Rights. 

On Wednesday, two judges 
ruled the protests, which 
included accusing the troops of 
being ‘rapists, murderers and 
baby killers’, went well beyond 
‘legitimate expressions of 
protest’. 


Lord Justice Gross said: “There 
was all the difference in the world 
between expressing the view that 
the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 
were illegal or immoral and that 
British forces should not be 
engaged in them and the abusive 
and insulting chants of the 
appellants.” 

He said the men were fortunate 
there had been no serious out¬ 
break of violence and attributed 
their safety to ‘skilful policing’. 

Lord Justice Gross added that 
freedom of expression was not an 
unqualified right and ‘the 
justification for invoking the 
criminal law is the threat to 
public order’. 


Ball rolling in Marsh Farm Trust cash case 


MARSH Farm Outreach have 
began proceedings to seek a 
judicial review against Marsh 
Farm Community Development 
Trust (MFCDT). 

The community group alleges 
that £839,000 which it believes 
should have been ‘ringfenced’ for 
an Organisational Workshop 
project was eventually spent by 
MFCDT on other ventures. 

MFO says that, if it goes ahead, 
the workshop project will create 
67 jobs in the area. 

The case was originally filed in 
the name of MFO head Glenn 
Jenkins, but an application to 
have MFO added as an interested 
party was granted after the 
organisation passed a resolution 
permitting proceedings to go 
ahead in its name. 

MFO’s case rests on the claim it 
had a ‘legitimate expectation’ of 
receiving the cash, due to 
promises it feels were made and 


then broken by the Trust. During 
the two day hearing at 
Birmingham Civic Justice Centre, 
Judge CMG Ockelton heard that 
MFO was told at a meeting on 
October 5 last year that it would 
receive funding for the project to 
go ahead. 

This was despite a series of 
hiccups, including several changes 
of heart by minister Andrew 
Stunell over whether MFO should 
receive funding at all. 

On December 6, the project was 
finally informed by MFCDT that 
it would not receive any funding. 

Representing Mr Jenkins and 
MFO, Zia Nabi told the court that 
MFO was seeking a spending 
freeze until the issue was 
resolved ‘to avoid further 
detriment to Marsh Farm 
Outreach’s plans’. 

He accused MFCDT of 
reallocating funding to other 
projects without following the 


proper channels. Boyd Morwood, 
defending, denied that there was 
a ‘legitimate expectation’ of 
receiving funding. 

Mr Morwood said that MFO’s 
claim rested on procedural 
objections, but that rules had 
been followed properly in the 
distribution of funds. 

He said: “The expectation was 
not from what we have always 
done but what we were required 
to do.” 

Judge Ockelton remarked on 
the case’s political relevance. 

He said: “This is all about 
localism, empowering local 
people, to use the language of 
today. As an idea, MFO has got 
some political currency.” 

Mr Jenkins, wearing a scarf and 
fleece jacket, was accompanied 
by a number of friends and 
supporters at the hearing. A 
decision is expected next Friday 
in London. 


Council confirm 
409 jobs will go 

CUTS of nearly £20 million and more than 
400 job losses were confirmed by Luton 
Borough Council on Wednesday night. 

Food safety inspections, noise patrols 
and pavement repairs will all be affected 
by the plans but Labour Cllr Robin Harris 
said frontline services will be protected. 

There will be a total of 409 full-time staff 
reductions during 2011/12,256 of which 
will be compulsory redundancies. The 
remaining 103 are from vacancies and 50 
from voluntary redundancies. 

Unite representative Jimmy Cummings 
said: “It is absolutely horrendous for the 
staff and their families who are facing 
being made redundant. It must be a very 
stressful time for them.” 

Council tax for the coming year will be 
frozen, with Luton’s band D council tax for 
2011/12 expected to be £1,371.10. 

Cllr Harris said: “While this year’s budget 
was the most difficult the council has ever 
faced, we can proudly say that we have 
met an unprecedented challenge and, 
unlike some other councils, we have done 
so without increasing council tax, reducing 
bus budgets or closing libraries, swimming 
pools or leisure centres.” 



Lib Dems - Don’t make 
us foot EDL march bill 

LIBERAL Democrats have written to 
the Home Office to help Luton pay the 
£1 million policing bill from the English 
Defence League march. 

More than 2,000 officers lined the 
town centre streets on February 5 when 
EDL members and counter protesters 
Unite Against Fascism staged rallies. 

Lib Dem leader Cllr David Franks has 
sent a letter to the Government asking 
for the cost of the police operation to be 
shouldered by the country and not just 
the town’s residents. 

He said: “It is grossly unfair that we 
alone, Luton taxpayers, have to pick up 
the bill for an operation which was 
essential for the protection of life and 
property and was only necessary 
because EDL decided to target our 
town for their march.” 
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‘Innocent’ students are 
shot on their doorstep

THE University of Bedfordshire said it is 
in ‘shock’ after two of its two PHD 
students were shot this week. 

The 26 year olds were gunned down on 
Tuesday night at their home in Ashton 
Road, Luton, suffering stomach injuries 
which are not thought to be life-threat¬ 
ening. 

A police investigation has been 
launched into the shooting but, at the 
moment, detectives said they do not 
think it is related to a similar incident in 
the street in 2009, when drug dealer 
Farooq Khalil was shot in the shoulder as 
he opened the door to his house. 

A University of Bedfordshire 
spokesman said: “We are shocked to hear 
about this shooting incident in which 
two of our PhD students were injured 
and are being treated in hospital. 

“We are working closely with the police 
to help them with their enquiries. If any 
members of the public have any infor¬ 
mation about this incident we would 
urge them to contact the police immedi¬ 
ately.” 

A neighbour, who wanted to remain 
anonymous, said: “I didn’t hear any gun-

shots but I heard a girl screaming hyster¬ 
ically, in a distressed manner, and then I 
could hear cars driving away very fast. I 
didn’t hear any police sirens.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Steve Collin 
said: “Police have completed extensive 
background checks and we believe that 
the two young men injured during this 


incident are innocent of any wrongdo¬ 
ing. 

“Both had only been in Luton for a 
short time and it is possible the offenders 
either went to the wrong address or were 
looking for someone else when they went 
to the house. 

“It is of vital importance that members 
of the public continue to help the police 
with this investigation. We need to trace 
these men and stop them from continu¬ 
ing to use firearms in our town. 

“Even the smallest piece of information 
may be the link we need to solve this 
incident and I would urge anyone who 
has seen or overheard information relat¬ 
ing to this offence to contact the police 
immediately.” 

The offenders have been described as 
two black men and a third man who had 
a lighter complexion than the others. All 
wore dark clothing. 

It is understood that three men match¬ 
ing this description were seen running 
along Tavistock Crescent, which leads to 
the London Road area, shortly after the 
shooting.

Kohler applies to create town centre offices 


A FORMER owner of Luton 
Town has mysteriously 
applied to use office 
space in the town centre 
-12 years after he sold 
the club. 

Property developer 
David Kohler, who was 
Hatters’ chairman 
between 1992 and 1999, 
wants to base 45 staff on 
the third floor of Midland 
House, in King Street, for 
‘education’ purposes. 

Mr Kohler proposed the 
25,000-seat ‘Kohlerdome’ 
stadium as a relocation 
site for Hatters to the 
south of the town in the 
mid-1990s, but the 
project never got full 
planning permission. 


He stepped down as 
chairman in February 
1999 after a petrol bomb 
and matches were posted 
through the letterbox of 
his home. 

The club then went into 
receivership and was sold 
to Cliff Bassett later that 
year. 

But Mr Kohler has 
remained tight-lipped 
over his planning 
application - lodged on 
January 21 - for a change 
of use of the 449 square 
metres from ‘offices’ to 
‘education’. 

The application form 
says the space will be 
used from 9am-6pm 
Monday to Friday, and 


from 8am-6pm on 
Saturday. There are 13 car 
parking slots. 

A reporter visited his 
home in Elstree, 
Hertfordshire, to ask him 
what his plans were but 
he was not in. A message 
was left for him to 
contact Luton on Sunday, 
but he did not get back to 
us.

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Shock for OAPs as 
for sale sign goes 
up on wrong home

ELDERLY sheltered accommodation resi¬ 
dents were left stunned when a Tor Sale’ 
sign was suddenly put up outside their 
home with no explanation. 

The Indigo Mortgages notice was spotted 
by a resident last Wednesday and sent panic 
around Colwell Court in Colwell Rise, 
Luton. 

The supported-housing flats are provided 
by Luton Borough Council which employs 
carers there on a full-time basis. 

But the sign was put up outside the build¬ 
ing by mistake by external contractors and 
was meant to be for another property in the 
street. 

Disabled 75-year-old David Gower (right), 
who suffers from a neurological disorder 
which means he is unable to walk without a 
frame and can barely hold a pen, was horri¬ 
fied when he saw the sign. 

Mr Gower said: “Last Wednesday evening a 
Tor Sale’ sign was put up outside the build¬ 
ing. Other people had phoned the council 
and were told it was kids who had put it up. 

“I am relieved that it is nothing.” 

A Luton Borough Council spokesman said: 
“None of Luton’s sheltered schemes are 
being considered for sale. 

“The sign belongs to Indigo Mortgages 
and they have assured us the sign will be 
removed. 

“We have also contacted residents so they 
are aware of the situation.” 



Sean Phelan of Indigo Mortgages said: 
“The board was put up by a contractor, who 
is not an employee of ours, in the wrong 
place by mistake. 

“It has been removed and we have apolo¬ 
gised to residents.” 


Railway 
station to 
lower the 
price of 
parking 

THE cost of parking at Luton 
railway station will be 
lowered from next month. 

First Capital Connect has 
announced that from March 1 
it will be reducing charges 
with a daily ticket £2 cheaper 
at £4.80. 

The change in tariffs is being 
introduced to promote the 
opening of the station’s brand 
new £19 million multi-storey 
car park. 

The car park, which opened 
on January 10, offers 
customers an extra 729 
spaces, 136 monitored CCTV 
cameras and three wind 
turbines producing ten per 
cent of the power used. 

Barriers open automatically 
for season ticket holders 
thanks to a number plate 
recognition system, while for 
casual users there are two pay 
points at the pedestrian 
entrance off the new 
footbridge. 

A monthly season ticket will 
be reduced from £115 to £85 
and an annual ticket will be 
reduced by £275 from £1,025 
to £750.

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Last protest in vain as 
bridge is demolished

AN HISTORIC footbridge was 
knocked down this week - despite 
one last protest to keep it open. 

The walkway between Luton 
train station and Bute Street was 
levelled on Wednesday to make 
way for a regeneration project by 
Luton Borough Council. 

In its place will be a staircase 
and ground-level path. 

The move has come under fire 
from campaigners and residents 
of High Town who feel they will 
be ‘cut off’ from the rest of Luton. 

Marc Scheimann, who stood 
for the Green Party in Luton 
South at last year’s General 
Election, said: “I am very, very 
sad. It is something that has 
taken the people of Luton safely 
across a busy station road and a 
car park for years and years. 

“It is sad that it will only be 
recognised when it’s gone; when 



we are having to fight against 
buses and taxis on the station 
road. 

“We had one last protest to 
make our point for the last time 
to mark its destruction. 

“High Town is going to be cut 
off from everyone else and it is 
going to be tough on the busi¬ 
nesses there. 

“It just shows if the council had 


cared for the bridge throughout 
the years and it had not got into 
the state it was in now then they 
wouldn’t be in the position of 
having to get rid of it. 

“I know there are going to be 
lifts for disabled people and 
mothers with prams to get up to 
the station but we don’t live in a 
perfect world; lifts break. 

“The bridge has been there for 
so long, for the whole of every¬ 
one’s life in Luton, they have 
grown up with it.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
new footway provides a ground 
level walkway between the sta¬ 
tion and the town centre for the 
first time in 150 years and is fully 
Disability Discrimination Act 
compliant. Wheelchair users will 
continue to be able to use the 
station lift.” 

The bridge had been closed 
since February 10 and the new 
walkway and staircase are sched¬ 
uled to open on March 1.

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LuDun protesters 
fight to bitter end

DEMONSTRATORS urging coun¬ 
cil bosses to keep a disability 
workshop open have been met 
with a sharp no. 

Campaigners fighting for a 
reprieve for Dunstable’s LuDun 
service - which provides jobs for 
adults with learning disabilities - 
staged a protest outside Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s executive 
meeting on Tuesday in a bid to 
stop the axing of the programme 
in this year’s budget. 

LuDun is one of the services 
included in the authority’s £20 
million ‘efficiency savings’ built 
into the 2011/12 budget in a bid 
to cope with a cut by central gov¬ 
ernment funding. 

Speaking at the meeting, GMB 
senior organiser Warren Kenny 
said: “I appreciate that the coun¬ 
cil has very tough decisions to 
make. 

“We would like a very small pro¬ 
portion of the council’s reserves 
to provide some security for the 
workshop until an effective busi¬ 


ness plan is put into place. Maybe 
use some of the reserves to give 
us some breathing space.” 

LuDun, in Liscombe Road, 
employees 24 people and is due 
to be axed to save £320,000. 

However, in response to Mr 
Kenny’s comments, Central Beds 
Cllr Carole Hegley said: “LuDun 
was originally established in 1956. 
The current activity does not sup¬ 
port the objectives of the trust. 

“The future of LuDun has been 
in question for ten years or more 
when it was part of the old county 
council. 

“It is no longer meeting the 
original objectives. It is an out of 
date model. 

“The future of employees has 


been a key factor. We jointly fund 
the service with Luton Borough 
council, but we pay the lion’s 
share. 

“I can’t support the claim that 
the service should be continued 
and subsidised from the council’s 
reserves. 

“I do not feel the decision on 
LuDun has been made in haste. 

“I believe that LuDun no longer 
services its objectives. It is not a 
core service to the council. 

“We will, of course, continue to 
do whatever we can to support 
the employees in these difficult 
times.” 

The final decision will be made 
at Central Beds’ full council 
meeting on Thursday.

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Decision to close care 
home was ‘predictable’

RELATIVES of residents at a care 
home to be closed by the council 
claim the decision was a ‘fore¬ 
gone conclusion’. 

On Monday, Luton Borough 
Council made a decision to close 
dementia care home The Mount 
in Tennyson Road, Luton, to 
save £600,000. 

Sandy McDowell, whose 
mother has been a resident at 
the 28-bed home for more 
than a year, led the protest 
against the closure. 

But she was happy 
when it was decided on 
Monday that spaces would 
be kept open at privately-run 
Trefoil House, Birdsfoot Lane, 
Luton, for those who wanted to 
move, and that staff from The 
Mount would help them settle in. 

Mrs McDowell said: “I knew as 
soon as we got there on Monday 
what the decision was going to be, 
it always has been to close it down. 

“It just shows the council puts 
more store in monetary matters 
than the welfare of its senior citi¬ 
zens. It is a small victory for us. If 
I had never put that proposal for¬ 
ward then they would have never 
considered it and all of the resi¬ 
dents would have been split up. I 
am very disappointed that they 
are doing it but we gave it our 
best shot.”

Irrelevant instructions 
are a sign of the times 


WAS catching a train the 
other day. Walking into the 
station there were signs 
telling me not to run, to hold 
the handrail when I walk up 
the steps, to stay behind a 
yellow line and not to shout at 
staff. 

The last one is particularly dif¬ 
ficult as there weren’t any. One 
thing this Government said it 
was going to do which has my 
whole-hearted support, is the 
easing off of health and safety 
rules and the nanny state. 

I know they have been busy 
but can someone please make 
a start. Not only are most of 
them unnecessary, these signs 
treat us like idiots. What if I 
don’t want to hold the 
handrail, perhaps because I am 
carrying two suitcases and 
there’s no station porters? 

I have seen signs on domestic 
appliances telling us not to 
climb on the fridge and to 
refrain from putting the cat 
into the washing machine. 
Allegedly these are because of 
our litigious society - if there is 
blame there is a claim. But 
could we sue Network Rail if 
we ran in the station and fell 
over the sign saying trains are 


cancelled at the weekend due 
to maintenance work? What is 
the point of the sign, which I 
have seen in many other public 
places, such as hospitals, 
telling us not to shout at 
staff? 

It is hard to imagine that the 
sort of people who are likely to 
shout at staff are going to be 
deterred by a sign. If so, per¬ 
haps we could save a lot of 
money by having anti-terrorist 
signs in our major cities. 

‘We will not tolerate any ter¬ 
rorist attacks and they may 
result in a criminal prosecu¬ 
tion’. That should do it. If only 
there had been signs in the 
House of Commons telling 
them that fiddling their 
expenses was a very naughty 
thing to do. MPs could have 
saved themselves all that 
embarrassment. 

Actually one that might be 
quite useful would be: 
‘Manifesto commitments must 
be honoured’. 

Signs that advise us or guide 
us are very useful. Those that 
simply chastise us or tell us 
what and what not to do are 
generally of little or no use. 
Instead we could have a new 


one that could go everywhere. 
‘All useless, pointless and 
patronising signs have been 
scrapped’. 

L UTON has been in the 
news again this week. And 
again for the wrong 
reasons. 

The town - which wants to be 
a city - is a vibrant place full of 
diverse communities mainly 
rubbing along very well togeth¬ 
er. 

Unfortunately, it is close 
enough to London to attract 
national newspaper journal¬ 
ists, particularly when there is 
bad news to tell. High youth 
unemployment? Nip to Luton 
to see how bad it is there. 

Now I know we tell bad news 
as well, and are often critical of 
what we see as waste of public 
money. 

That is the job of any news¬ 
paper but it should be bal¬ 
anced by what is being done 
well. 

If Luton is bucking the trend, 
let us know. We will not run 
advertisements as stories but 
will help to polish the image of 
Luton town, as a critical, but 
loyal, friend.

against the removal of the lol¬ 
lipop ladies, said: “I’m really 
pleased. We may have won 
the battle but not the war. We 
will see what happens next 
year. 

“You never know with these 
things what will happen in 
the future.

LAST week a GP whose patient, Nicola Sams, died after he 
missed her cancer signs eight times, spoke publicly for the 
first time saying he was 'not at fault’ for her death. 

Her father, Mike Sams, believes the system needs to change 
to help protect the public from incompetent doctors’. 
LUISTRACCIA reports. 


NICOLA Sams was a popular 
26-year-old who had everything 
going for her when she was sud¬ 
denly diagnosed with cervical can¬ 
cer in August 2006. 

Tragically, she died just 12 
months later. Her father, 
Mike Sams, (left) of Todd- 
ington, has questioned 
the comp¬ 
etence of not 
only Dr Nav- 
in Shankar, 
the GP who 
continual¬ 
ly missed 
her can- 
i cer signs, 
i but also 
the Gener- 
Medical 
Council 
J (GMC) which 
j regulates 
’ doctors. 

Dr Shankar fre- 
r quently ignored 
r Nicola’s pleas for 
hospital checks bet¬ 
ween 1999 and 2004 before 
she was diagnosed with cervi¬ 
cal cancer in 2006 having been 
transferred from his practice in 



Wigmore Lane Health Centre, 
Luton. 

He had already been suspended 
for a separate case of serious mis¬ 
conduct involving a nine-day-old 
baby. 

After a fitness to practise panel 
hearing last August, the GMC did not 
strike off 59-year-old Dr Shankar, 
despite finding him guilty of miscon¬ 
duct. Instead, he was given certain 
conditions which he had to meet in 
order to practise again. 

Last November, Luton on Sunday, 
where Nicola used to work as a sales 
advisor, reported that the Council 
for Healthcare Regulatory Excell¬ 
ence (CHRE) raised ‘concerns’ over 
the GMC’s investigation into Dr 
Shankar’s conduct. 

It said the GMC could have 
‘obtained clearer expert evidence’ 
for Dr Shankar’s hearing, but would 
not refer the case to the High Court 
for an appeal as there ‘was no 
prospect’ of success. 

Mr Sams, 55, believes the issues 
with the GMC’s hearing meant Dr 
Shankar was given much lighter 
sanctions than should have been 
enforced and that he should have 
been struck off. 

He said: “The case was run on the

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panel agreeing with a doctor with 
no expertise in cervical cancer 
that Nicola had an aggressive 
tumour. 

“This was fundamentally wrong, 
and accepted by CHRE as being 
wrong. The case was run on the 
lines that Dr Shankar never had a 
chance of treating her due to its 
aggressive nature. 

“I am sure if it was run correctly 
on a non-aggressive tumour, the 
outcome would have been totally 
different.” 

Earlier this month, Dr Shankar, 
of Old Bedford Road, was granted 
voluntary erasure, meaning he 
has chosen to take himself off the 
doctors’ register and cannot prac¬ 
tise anywhere in the UK. 

But Mr Sams believes the GMC 
should take a much more proac¬ 
tive approach to monitoring GPs’ 
competence. 

He added: “It is only when 
something of an uncommon 
nature comes up that the ‘under- 
performing’ doctors are exposed. 
The doctors of a certain age in 
sole practices could be sitting on a 
time bomb, and need to be tested 
for performance routinely. 

“The pain that our family have to 
carry on a daily basis is immeasura¬ 
ble. It is time for the GMC to act 
proactively and weed out under- 
performing, overpaid doctors to 
prevent any more of this type of 
unnecessary pain and death. 

“I also feel very strongly that the 
GMC should contact people after 
these cases to explain the actions 
taken. It has taken four years to 
get to this unsatisfactory decision,

and then they don’t even have the 
decency to explain the outcome 
to the affected parties.” 

Last year CHRE’s Fitness to prac¬ 
tise audit report of the GMC 
found ‘a lack of information on 
some files to explain some signifi¬ 
cant delays, which may be evi¬ 
dence of insufficient case moni¬ 
toring’. 

A CHRE spokesman said: “We 
sincerely regret the death of 
Nicola Sams and again express our 
deepest sympathies to Mr Sams. 

“Having reviewed the GMC 
panel’s decision to impose restric¬ 
tive conditions on Dr Shankar, we 
determined that we could not 
refer the case to the High Court. 

“We note Dr Shankar has since 
resigned and the GMC recorded

voluntary erasure from its register 
on February 4. 

“In the case of most Fitness to 
Practise cases, we issue learning 
points to the regulators. 

“In this case, we have written to 
the GMC with learning points on 
this case and we look forward to 
its response.” 

Sticking to the same comment he 
issued in November, when we 
highlighted CHRE’s ‘concerns’ over 
the investigation into Dr Shankar’s 
conduct, GMC director Paul Philip 
said: “The case of Nicola Sams is 
tragic and we want to express our 
sympathy to her family. 

“Fitness to practise panels reach 
their decisions independently 
having considered all the evi¬ 
dence.”

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Airline profits on the climb 
despite volcano and snow

EASYJET made a pre-tax profit of 
£154 million last year - despite 
the Icelandic volcano eruption 
and unprecedented snowfall. 

Sir Michael Rake, chairman of 
easyjet PLC, said at the Luton- 
based carrier’s annual general 
meeting on Thursday it had deliv¬ 
ered a ‘considerably improved 
financial result’. 

The total made is up £55 million 
from the £99m pre-tax figure 
made in 2009. 

Sir Michael said: “External factors 
such as the disruption to European 
airspace due to the eruption of the 
Icelandic volcano, unprecedented 
levels of snow disruption and high 
levels of ATC industrial action have 
combined with some operational 
problems to make last year an 
exceptionally tough one. While it is 
clear from the operational issues 



last summer that the business had 
lost focus on some of the basics, 
the financial results last year 
demonstrate that easyjet contin¬ 
ues to make progress against its 
goal of delivering market share 
growth and improving returns, 
thus underlining that easyjet’s 
business model and strategy is 
sound. 

“Easyjet’s continued strong per¬ 
formance is a tribute to the pro¬

TRAVEL 

DUBAI 


THERE’S cruising and there’s cruising. 
Tonight I am looking up at the stars from 
the top deck of a Dhow. 

It’s January, I am in shirt sleeves, the 
evening air is warm, the wine is perfect 
and the food sublime. 

The traffic on the creek is on a par with 
Venice, you need eyes in the back of your head 
as hundreds of vessels, mainly abras (bus boat 
made of wood), frantically criss-cross. 

This is modern day Dubai, we are on the 
Shark boat, a traditional Arabian sailing 
vessel and we are making our way through 
the middle of this amazing state by water. 

Unlike Dhows that arrive in Dubai full of 
wares from parts of the far east, this one is 
full of people enjoying the night, and we 
cruise for two hours, amid the bright 
lights and bustle of the waterway. 

It is a great way to see one of the seven 
Emirates that are proving ever more a 
magnetic attraction for Brits. 

Look either side of our craft and you see 
amazing skyscrapers - to my right is our 
starting off point earlier in the day, the 
amazing structure that is the tallest build¬ 
ing in the world, the Burj Khalifa. 

It is three times taller than the Eiffel 
Tower at a staggering half mile high. Your 
ears pop several times as you soar to the 
viewing platform on the 124th floor. 

It is the view to beat all views, and it 
didn’t come cheap at a staggering cost of 
1.5 billion dollars when it was completed 
in January last year. 

If you want to reach for heaven then this 
is the place to do it, but it is the strangest

of feelings stepping on to the outside plat¬ 
form at the top, it’s no place for the faint 
hearted and made me nervous. 

Dubai is an amazing place, its malls are 
enough to test the resolution of even the 
most ardent shopper. We spent two hours 
sifting mainly through gold shops - it was 
like wading through treacle. Gold is king 
in Dubai . . . you can even get it from 
vending machines. 

Relief comes in the way of afternoon tea 
at the seven star Burj A1 Arab hotel, set on 
the Jumeirah beach. It kicks off with 
champagne and then a five course beano, 
again the action is hundreds of metres 
high in the sky. It puts us back around £70 
each to dine in splendour - a stay in the 
magnificent hotel, though, costs thou¬ 
sands of pounds a night. 

Yes we had an amazing but frantic DAY 
in Dubai, where traffic can be horrendous 
but a 13 mile taxi journey - bearing in 
mind petrol is around 22p a litre - will set 
you back less than £7. 

We were actually on a seven night Royal 
Caribbean cruise, which eased through 
Fujairah, Muscat (in Oman) and Abu 
Dhabi before returning to Dubai for an 
overnight stay on board. 

It all kicked off days earlier, with perfect 
planning that allowed us six hours in 
Dubai before boarding our ship after fly¬ 
ing in with Virgin Atlantic from Heathrow. 


Flights to the mid east tend to go 
overnight . . . and to hit the ground run¬ 
ning when you arrive at 8am means you 
need to be prepared. 

We’d never flown first class before, and 
from Virgin’s Upper Class Clubhouse at 
Heathrow, where massages, haircuts and 
top class food and drinks comes as part of 
the service, to the minute we touched 
down, it was perfect. 

Once on the plane, everything is truly 
first class. Some people watched movies, 
read or ate. 

For me, the seat that allows conversion 
into a bed was sublime and I slept for sev¬ 
eral hours beneath pristine sheets -1 was 
even offered pyjamas for comfort.

It meant we were fresh as daisies when 
we arrived and headed straight from the 
airport on a four hour sample tour of 
Dubai, which gave us our bearings for 
when we returned a week later. 

Cruises are all about planning, and 
utilising the limited time you have in 
port. We loved our ship, the Brilliance 
of the Seas, and can barely remember it I 
stirring in the calmest of waters. 

There were 40 different nationalities 
on the vessel, but more than 800 from 
the UK, which probably explained 
why sunbeds often had only a towel 
for company. 

Ironically, in a region where it 
only rains five times a year, it 
poured down as we headed 
through the straits of Hormuz, by 
which time we had wangled an 
audience with the captain on the 
bridge so didn’t care very much. 

The Emirates is a truly wonderful 
experience and while the area is 
dominated by vast acres of desert, 
it was with great irony that one of 
the best ways to see them, 
arguably, is via sea...

JUBILANT David Moyes hailed the 
return of Everton’s never-say-die spirit 
after they dumped Chelsea out of the FA 
Cup with a dramatic penalty shoot-out 
victory at Stamford Bridge. 

The Toffees won 4-3 on spot-kicks after 
stunning the holders with a 119th-minute 
equaliser just as it looked as if their 
Wembley dream had died for another 
year. 

It was Chelsea’s hopes of an historic 
hat-trick of FA Cup successes that 
ultimately lay in tatters, as their misfiring 
season threatened to unravel completely. 

Last year’s Double winners wasted a 
hatful of chances to kill off yesterday’s 
fourth-round replay in normal time and 
looked to have finally set up a last-16 
clash with Reading when Frank Lampard 
fired them in front in the 104th minute. 

But Leighton Baines’ brilliant free-kick 
at the death sent the game to penalties, 
and although the full-back missed his 
own spot-kick, Nicolas Anelka and Ashley 
Cole followed suit before Phil Neville 
stepped up to win it for the visitors. 

The result was all the more remarkable 
as it came less than a week after Moyes 
branded his side’s limp surrender at 
Bolton one of the worst performances of 
his near nine-year reign. 

The Everton boss said: “You have to 
prod people sometimes, and they needed 
a good prodding.

IS anyone else starting to get a slight sense of 
deja vu? Or, just a general sense of ‘oh no, here 
we go again’? 

We are well and truly into, what many a scholar 
of the beautiful game has termed, squeaky bum 
time. 

It’s the point where fans should be advised to 
start holding on to their hats and start preparing 
nails for biting because Friday night in Wales 
showed that things from here on in start to be 
won, lost and decided on fine margins. 

Luton Town were seconds away from bouncing 
back from their first defeat of the year with a 1-0 
win against Newport County. 

It would have been a hard fought, grinding win 
against a County outfit that played what Richard 
Money rightly dubbed ‘anti-football’.

“I don’t want to disrespect people 
but, as far as I’m concerned, that’s 
anti-football. But you’ve got to deal 
with it and it is what it is like at this 
time of the year in this league.” 

He added: “We asked for a big 
response and to a large degree 
they’ve given one that everyone 


would have asked for.” Money left top 
scorer Matthew Barnes-Homer and 
winger Amari Morgan-Smith out of 
the squad entirely while also handing 
new loan signing from Cambridge 
Paul Carden his debut and he was 
happy that, the result aside, it was a 
move that worked. 

“That’s what the manager is paid 
for, to make important decisions. In 
the main it proved to be the right 
decision. 

“Paul Carden brought everything 
we thought he’d bring to the table in 
terms of knowledge and know how.”

in a familiarly impotent position. Friday’s two 
dropped points does not bode well, but perhaps 
it was Luton’s capitulation to Fleetwood Town 
the previous week that greater enhanced 
Crawley’s position as champions elect.

And 
if there’s ever a study which proves that 
heading the ball clear damages brain 
then Luton defenders, particularly the defiant 
Zdenek Kroca, will have woken up these past 
two days feeling ever so slightly thicker. It will 
still puzzle them how after all that rearguard 
action that there was any late drama at all. 

It should have been easily avoided had 
Willmott hit the target more than once. 

For that is one of the other worries. Money’s 
men will always create chances but there’s 
not one man willing to take up the mantle 
and put them away. It was the same in the 
0-0 draw against AFC Wimbledon last 
month. 

Perhaps the manager’s patience has run 
dry with Matthew Barnes-Homer, who was 
dropped altogether on Friday. The England 
C international still remains the Hatters’ 
top goalscorer with 13 this season, but 
he’s not netted in eight Conference 
games. Jason Walker was instead given a 
chance to impress but was hauled off 
before the hour while Danny Crow was left 
on the bench. 

No, the major concern is not whether the 
Hatters can rise to the challenge, as they’re 
more than capable of doing so. It’s whether 
Crawley will step aside. 

And after last season, that’s got to be a big 
worry. 


Money insists Carden is not a Hatter for being Brabirfs buddy 


RICHARD Money has stressed that Paul Carden 
has not become a Luton Town player because he 
is mates with Gary Brabin. 

The player-assistant manager from Cambridge 
United worked alongside the current Hatters 
assistant manager helping the U's to the 
Conference play-off final in 2008/09. 

The midfielder, from Brabin's hometown of 
Liverpool, joins former Cambridge players Danny 
Crow, Dan Gleeson and Robbie Willmott who have 
all moved to Kenilworth Road this season 

Yet boss Money has said that the 31-year-old, 
who gave away the injury time penalty on his 
debut that meant Luton drew 1-1 with Newport on 
Friday, joined the club on loan until the end of the 
season only as a player and not because of any 
connection with current members of his staff or 
playing squad. 

"Paul Carden has not come to this football club 


because of Gary Brabin or his relationship with 
him. 

"We brought Paul Carden to this football club 
because he is a good player and his knowledge of 
the other side of things is of no interest to me 
whatsoever. 

“We brought him here as a player and a player 
only and he'll be in the dressing room with the 
players and we think and he thinks that it will give 
him a new lease of life.” 

Carden said: "If I’m honest, I’ve probably gone a 
bit stale with my performances and I think that’s 
down to getting caught up in the off-field politics 
as much as anything else.” 

Money announced last week that he still 
thought he needed another body to fill the hole 
left by Andy Drury who left for Championship-side 
Ipswich Town in the January transfer window and 
he is confident that Carden can give his side some 


extra impetus as they get into the sharp end of 
race for the Blue Square Bet Premier title race. 

“I did say that we felt that we were one 
experienced midfield player short and Paul 
certainly fits the bill. 

“We think it will be a very important signing for 
us. We are very quiet on the pitch sometimes and 
he is a voice and a knowledgeable one. 

“He’s not only got experience in this league but 
experience of the business end of the season, the 
run-in for promotion and the run-in for the play¬ 
offs if necessary. 

“We’ve got some very promising youngsters who 
have served us very well this season, but in my 
opinion we are only going where we want to with 
experienced players. We have a strong group of 18 
outfield players and two goalkeepers who have all 
played in this league and will hopefully give us a 
real push a thrust from here on in.”

PAUL Carden cursed the luck that made his Luton 
Town debut one to forget but urged people not to 
write Luton off in the title chase after they 
dropped points at Newport County. 

Robbie Willmott scored on his full debut before 
the new loan signing from Cambridge United gave 
away a 95th minute penalty that saw the Exiles 
rescue a draw.

ROBBIE Willmott took some of the blame 
for Luton Town dropping two points at 
Newport County but laid the rest of it 
squarely at referee Warren Atkin’s door. 

The £50,000 transfer window capture 
from Cambridge United scored an 18th 
minute opener on his full debut but 
missed two one-on-one chances to finish 
the Exiles off in the second half. 

That allowed the Welsh side to batter the 
Hatters deep into injury time when Mr 
Atkin awarded a soft penalty minutes after 
waving away a clear-cut spot kick when 
Lloyd Owusu hacked down Danny Rose. 

Jamie Collins scored to turn three Town 
points into one but Willmott was adamant 
that the referee was making up for his 
earlier mistake. 

“I don’t like to hammer referees, but in 
my opinion he has tried to make up for his 
error,” he said. “I don’t think you can do 
that. You’ve got to play the game how you 
see it. 

Town had also survived a disallowed goal 
decision and saw their keeper Mark Tyler 
pull off a fine stop, which looked to have 
secured the win as the four minutes of 
added time ticked into five. 

Willmott said: “I think they got a little bit 
of luck towards the end and I think the 
referee could have done a little bit better 
with the penalty decision. He could have 
looked at it a little bit longer.” 

Had the 20-year-old converted his two 
chances when put clean through on goal, 
then County’s late kitchen sink act would 
arguably have been nullified, but the fact 


that the chances went begging will give the 
youngster nightmares. 

“I’m gutted,” he said. “I put the side 1-0 up 
and I had two good chances to seal the game 
and give the lads three points, but I missed 
them and we paid the price in the end. 

“I put blame on myself for missing two 
chances but I’m sure I’ll get few more this 
season. You look at the keeper’s position 
and see where he’s placed but I made two 
errors. 

“On the second one, I should have gone 
around him but I tried to dink it over him. 
It’s down to me and my decision making.” 

The squandered chances and, of course, 
the result took the sheen off a full debut for 
Willmott and while he was glad to open his 
Hatters account, he is already planning 
some extra practice on the training 
ground. 

“I’m quite good in the box but I’m going 
to be doing more one-on-one finishing 
with the keeper in training,” he said. 

“I wanted to get off the mark straight 
away and not wait ten games to get my first 
goal, so it was good just to get on the score- 
sheet with Luton. 

“I’ve played many games and missed 
chances before but I’ve got to take blame 
where it’s due.” 

Manager Richard Money said: “He’ll be 
disappointed but I thought it was a prom¬ 
ising full debut. He scored a goal which is 
good for him but we could have done with 
him scoring another one and it would have 
made things a whole lot easier.” 

Asked if he’d have taken a point before¬ 
hand, Willmott added: “I’m not sure. We 
came here to win so it was disappointing to 
get just one point, especially from 1-0 up.”
